Germans Renew Trip-hammer Blows at 
Dixmude in Supreme Effort to Break

Petrograd, via London, November 
9. 
What is described here as a con­ 
tinued and irresistible o ffen ce of the 
Russian army, resulting in the evac­ 
uation of Poland by the Germans, is 
reported today as successfully estab­ 
lishing itself in German territory at 
Pleschen, 15 miles west of the Russo- 
German frontier. 
In 
addition the 
Germans axe said to be generally re* 
linquishing their stand 
along 
the 
Warthe river. 
This advance was ac­ 
complished, it is stated, by the Rus­ 
sian cavalry movement in outflank­ 
ing the German left. 
Russian pene­ 
tration of German territory to Ple­ 
schen, Prussia, northwest of Kalisz. 
upon which latter point the Germans 
appeared to be withdrawing, threat­ 
ened the German line of communica­ 
tion. 
Along the south Polish fron­ 
tier the Russians attacked the Aus­ 
trian rear guard at Pinczow, which 
commands an important crossing on 
the Upper Vistula, 
25 
miles from 
Cracow. 
It is asserted here that a 
general retreat of the Austrian forces 
on Cracow, as a new base, is now ap­ 
parent. 


London,

9.— Three 
points stand out in the news of the 
great war: 
In Flanders 
the 
Ger­ 
mans, undaunted by past failure to 
break through to the Straits of Dov­ 
er, have launched their expected new 
attack, regarded by the allies as their 
supreme effort. 
In Russian-Poland 
the immense armies of the Russian 
emperor are pushing forward with 
surprising speed, threatening the Ger­ 
mans on home soil, From Tokio come* 
the report that a Japanese army may 
be sent to the west to Uke its part 
with the British, French 
and 
Bel­ 
gians in the struggles on the battle­ 
fields of Europe. 
Military observers 
agree that the war has entered upon 
a crucial stage and that the next week 
may mark a definite turn 
in 
the 
course of events. 
In the French opinion the Germans 
must either win their way to the En­ 
glish Channel or fall back, 
For that 
reason particular interest attaches to 
today’s 
official 
French 
statement, 
which indicated the beginning of the 
onslaught for which 
the 
Germans 
have been preparing during the lull 
of the last few days. 
Fresh troops 
and new guns from the Kxupp works 
have been rushed to the line of bat­ 
tle from Dixmude, southward across 
the French border to 
Arras. 
The 
Germans have struck their first Wows 
at Dixmude aud in the 
region 
of 
T ir a a n i the French war office an­ 


nounces that their attacks have been 
repulsed. 
Slow progress for the allies along 
the greater part of the line from Dix­ 
mude to Lys is claimed by the French. 
The rapid clearing of Germans from 
Russia-Poland has lent to the eastern 
campaign a degree of interest no less 
than that which attaches to the fight­ 
ing in the west. 
Unofficial reports 
from Petrograd indicate that the vast 
Russian military organization is at 
last under way in full force and that 
the German and Austrian armies are 
being opposed with enormous Russian 
forces. 
Berlin admits that the Rus­ 
sians are now well beyond the river 
Warthe, which roughly 
marks 
the 
eastern boundary of Germany. 
The Russian advance, unless check­ 
ed, may have an important bearing 
upon the fighting in the west, pos­ 
sibly compelling Germany to with­ 
draw troops from France and Bel­ 
gium. It is suggested however, that 
Russia may delay her efforts to ac­ 
complish her long cherished purpose 
of swinging down the Bosphorus. 
No developments of 
first 
impor­ 
tance are reported in the near east. 
The Russian general staff announces 
that a Turkish attack on the Russian 
position at Koprukelu was repulsed 
with heavy losses for the enemy. The 
Russian Black Sea fleet has renewed 
bombardment of towns 
along 
the 
coast of Asia Minor. 
The suggestion that Japan send an 
army to Europe has not yet taken 
tangible form, but Tokio reports that 
the idea is attracting increasing at­ 
tention, and finds support in military 
circles. 
The sending of a Japanese 
army to the west would be a move­ 
ment without precedent 
and 
one 
which would emphasize the extent of 
the conflict. 
Into it 
already 
have 
been drawn Turkos from Africa and 
dark-skinned soldiers of India. 


mander-in-chief in the field, the ad­ 
vance guards of which are less than 
200 miles from Berlin. 
It is true 
that there was a brief Russian invas­ 
ion of East Prussia during the early 
stages of the war while the French 
have, for a long time, held their po­ 
sition in Alsace, but the latest de­ 
velopment in the Russian advance, if 
the interpretation placed on 
it 
in 
London is not all wrong, is the most 
important of the campaign up to the 
present time. It is mere speculation, 
of course, to say that Germany may 
be forced forthwith to retire from 
Belgium, or even cease her offensive 
in this arena. 
In certain areas of France and Bel­ 
gium the allies are taking a vigor­ 
ous offensive, but it is too early yet 
to predict that Germany will not re­ 
new her smashing tactics in an effort 
to break through the lines and that 
there will not be much hard fighting 
around Ypres. In any event, German 
retirement from 
Belgium 
probably 
would be very slow as the forces of 
Emperor William have made the en­ 
tire country behind their battle line 
one vast fortification, with trenches 
even more carefully prepared 
than 
those they are still holding in France. 


Washington, November 9.—Ambas­ 
sador Morgenthau at Constantinople 
today reported the resignation of the 
Turkish ministers of agriculture, in­ 
terior and post and telegraph, the 
cabinet officers who represented the 
peace party in the Ottoman govern­ 
ment. 
They resigned on November 
2. leaving the war party in control. 
Mr. Morgenthau* previous messages 
showed that the three

One© in a while— find liberally that while is ct several 
vears' duration—the pendulum of public opinion is swung vio­ 
lently to the extreme. To the one side or to the other, at regu­ 
l a r l y recurring intervals, that great controller of governments 
like* this, is violently propelled by a right-about taco in elec­ 
tion results, which carries it far away from the zone of its reg­ 
ular swing. 
It not infrequently happens that governmental movements 
of reform are gradual in their effect on the great pendulum. 
Inch bv inch a reform gains in popular favor and inch by inch 
the great pendulum of public opinion yields to the insistent 
force until the extreme is reached. 
Then something or some one slips, and hack to the otlw*r 
side it goes. 
Many people become discouraged 
when 
these 
periodical sweeps occur but, on the whole, the old pendulum 
runs pretty smoothly and the backward and forward movement 
is rythmic and regular, taken* altogether. 
I lie sudden lurches 
like that one of last Tuesday are generally unexpected and us 
ually record a backset for men and movements supposed to he 
in tile high tide of public favor. 
For many, many long years the temperance forces have 
been plodding along in this stab*—at some 
periods 
moving 
more rapidly than at others, gaining advantages sometimes I en­ 
larger successes-—gradually but certainly pushing tin* pendu­ 
lum over to the extreme of statewide prohibition. 
So steads 
and so sure had been the success of the movement that per­ 
haps some of the leaders grew over-confident in their belief 
that the great pendulum would not break away and swing back 
to the other side. 
But just as complete success seemed to he within their 
grasp some one played his part wrong and public opinion, as 
recorded in the voting last Tuesday, forsook them and all the 
patient effective work which had been done in two decades was 
swept away in twelve voting hours. 
Why?* 
Why this complete and surprising reversal 
of 
public 
opinion f 
Well, about that, different individuals will hold different 
opinions. 
Bad political judgment is assigned as the cause by the ma 
jority of people who have been endeavoring to figure out, since 
last Tuesday night, how it happened. 
At any rate there are a great many good people in Ohio 
who realize now that a cause which was supposed to be safely 
entrenched in the territory gained in the years of patient cam­ 
paigning and well equipped for a successful campaign of of­ 
fensive operations, has met with staggering reverses. 
Not only did the temperance forces meet with decisive de­ 
feat in their offensive movement, hut they were routed, and dis­ 
astrously too, in the territory which they had already secured. 
With a legislature generally conceded to be “ wet" coming 
into power in Ohio next January, and with the specific promise 
of the Governor-elect contained in the platform of his party to 
4‘decentralize’’ tho power to appoint liquor license commis­ 
sioners and put those officials under local control, only the de 
cidedlv optimistic folks can see anything more cheerful in pros­ 
pect tiian to begin the local option fight all over again. 
The temperance forces are still stunned by tin* rout of last 
Tuesday and while there is some loose talk by individuals, the 
leaders have not yet been able to give the subject sufficient con 
federation to formulate their plans. 
The liberal element is jubilant as the temperance element 
is downcast. 
Perhaps it would be well for the Anti-Saloon forces to 
indulge in a little reverse thinking along the line which lead? 
from effect to cause. 
More effective work can be done, the prospect of recover­ 
ing lost territory would be more promising, when the cause of 
the present setback is ascertained to a certainty and the pos­ 
sibility of making the same blunder again securely guarded 
against.

ready deposed him. and named Gen­ 
eral Eulalio Gutierrez in his place. 
Officials here are confident that by 
Wednesday next a decisive turn will 
have been given the situation and 
there will be some basis for estimat­ 
ing whether there is to be war or 
peace in Mexico. 
Further indications that Carranza 
is engaged in an attempt to stir up 
popular sentiment in southern Mexico 
in favor of himself in his contest with 
the convention by agitating the issue 
of Vera Cruz, became apparent here. 
It became known that while the In­ 
flammatory posters published and dis 
trlbued by Masons early in the week 
were promptly suppressed, they were 
reprinted in all the newspapers a few 
days later.

A rattlesnake doe* not coil up like a 
ships cable, as it Is so often pictured, 
but in a more Irregular fashion, with 
the rattle bearing tail free in the mid­ 
dle and the neck bent huck upon itself 
so as to be quickly dung forward in 
striking. A snake when alarmed or ir­ 
ritated often opens its mouth and pro­ 
trudes its I'argue. 
Many tliiuk bhut 
the poison lurks here. 
As a matter of 
fact. the tougue is a delicate sense or­ 
gan. corresponding to our ears, aud a 
snake may be said to hear with its 
tougue. 
The teeth of au ordinary harmless 
water snake are like little needles, and. 
although sui Ii a snake may strike aud 
bite viciously, the wound amounts to 
nothing. 
On the other hand, in a rat 
tlesnake or other venomous sen a* tit 
there is a pair of long curved hollow 
fangs In the fore part of the mouth 
that are very different from tile other 
teeth. 
These connect with the poison 
ducts, aud when the snake strikes and 
closes Its jaws tile apparatus works 
like a hypodermic syringe, the pressure 
of the closing Jaws squeezing the ve­ 
nom from the poison sac through the 
hollow fang into the wound.

useless. The poison works in the blood, 
and the first move should be to tie a 
ligature between tile wmund and the 
heart, so as to keep it out of the cir­ 
culation. 
The next step should be to 
cut open the wound aud by squeezing 
and sucking get rid of the venom as 
quickly as possible. The wound should 
be thoroughly washed out w ith a solu­ 
tion of permanganate of potash and 
kept moist with an antiseptic dressing. 
Travelers who ure upt to be exposed 
to bites of poisonous serpents should 
carry a hypodermic syringe aud as 
soon as bitten inject a permanganate 
solution liberally all about the wound. 
This requires nerve, but people with­ 
out nerve should avoid the vicinity of 
rattlesnakes.—S t Louis Republic.
